New YOKE, October 12.—The climax 


of tho eerioa of fetea in honor of the Co- 
lumbian anmvereary was reached today 
in the grandest military pageant over 
Been in this country since the war of the 
rebellion. 


People were present from ever atate in 


tho uuiou sad from ever country on the 
Rlobe. 


The morninp wan ushered in with 


booming cannon from all the forte in tho 
harbor. 


Tbo parade started from tbo battery 


und marched up Broadway and Fifth 
avenuo to Fifty-ninth utreet, where tho 
Columbian monument was unveiled. 


Th'i exercises at the monument con- 


sisted of addrcescE, presentation to the 
city and the responses and blesaings by 
Archbishop Corri^aa. 


The central point of congested hu- 


manity in the li-ntr line of the parade 
waa about iLe ofiieial reviewing stand in 
Madieon square. 


The Old Guards escorted Governor 


Flower, Vice President Morton, General 
Schofield and mombera of the cabinet to 
the reviewing stand. 


In the party were Secretaries Knelt, 


Elkiog, Noble, Hayes and General How- 
ard and staff. Baron Fava, Italian min- 
ister, occupied the position of honor be- 
elde the governor and vice president.

etandB were Itueeell Harrison and wife 
and ex-Governor Walker, Cavalier Ua-

General Fitzgerald rode at tho head ot 


the proceaeloo, followed by tbe gallant 
Sixty-ninth, who received a tremendous 
ovation. Enthusiasm W&B great whan

Twenty-second, came 


along, ae did also the long line of vet- 
erans.

LONDON, October 12.—With all tho 


honors which the charch could bestow, 
and in the presence of many eminent 
moii o! letters, statesmen and nobles, 
tbe remains of Tennjson were interred 
in tbe Poet's corner of Westminister 
Abbey today.

Policeman Grady, while hunting for 


some valises stolen from tho Grand Cen- 
tral hotel, discovered a few days ago a 
large quantity of dynamite cartridges, 
buckshot, fuse and gunpowder near the 
old slaughter house just outside the east- 
ern city limits, across tho Follasky road.
